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During the week ending the 15th March 1947, in British 
India (excluding North-West Frontier Province) and in the 
Indian States shown in this statement, the total number of 
deaths recorded in 213 towns having a population of 30,000 
and over was 9,487 . The mid-year estimated population of 
these towns was 25,529,994 and the death rate was 19 3 per 
thousand of the population. Births in the same towns num- 
bered 14,108 giving a Birth rate of 28 ■ 7 per thousand of the 
population. In British India alone the corresponding 
birth and death rates were 28-8 and 19-4 per thousand of 
the population respectively. 

(A) British India. — In British India Benares was the only 
town whioh had a high death rate of 73 • 0 per thousand 
of the population. This high death rate was mainly due to 
deaths from fevers and respiratory diseases. There were quite 
a large number of deaths from plague too. 

In 197 towns in British India, there were 111 deaths from 
cholera, 198 deaths from smallpox and 146 deaths from plague 
Of the deaths from cholera Calcutta recorded 48 ; Howrah 
19 ; South-Suburban 12 ; Nabadwip and Barisal 6 eaoh ; 
Dacca 5 ; Bhatpara and Rangpur 3 each ; Titagark 2 ; 


Oawnpore, Muzaffarpur, Serampur, Tollygunj, Baranagar, 
Narayangunj and Gauhati one eaoh. Of the deaths from 
smallpox Calcutta recorded 125 ; Delhi oity 15 ; Jhsng- 
Maghiana 8 ; Howrah and Nagpur 7 eaoh ; Hyderabad and 
Madras 5 eaoh ; Ahmedabad 4 ; Nabadwip and Malegaon 3 
eaoh ; Serampur, Karaohi and Beawar 2 each ; Bhiwani, 
Lyallpur, Multan, Koil-Aligarh, Jamalpur, Poona, Sholapur, 
Satara, Masulipatam and Ajmer one eaoh . Of the deaths 
from plague Benares recorded 31 ; Oawnpore 24 ; Muzaff a r- 
nagar 15 ; Ambala 13 ; Gorakhpur 10 ; Poona 8 ; Triohinopoly 
»nd Vellore 7 eaoh ; Chapra 6 ; Tiruvannamalai 5 ; Jaunpur 
4 ; Ferozabad 3 ; Fyzabad-Ajodhya and Satara 2 eaoh ; Puni- 
pat, Allahabad JhanBi, Mirzapur-Bindhaohal, Caloutta, Jub- 
bulpur, Sholapur, Pandharpur and Bijapur one eaoh. 

(B) Indian States. — Amongst the Indian States shown in 
this statement, there was no town whioh had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 16 towns in Indian States there were 27 deaths from 
smallpox of whioh Jamnagar oity reoorded 24; Porbandar, 
Jodhpur and Udaipur oitiea one eaoh ; and 0 deaths from 
plague of whioh Bangalore oity reoorded 3 ; Mysore and 
Patiala oities one eaoh. Cholera was absent during the weekV

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Forty-third Report of the Board of Management of the Indian People’s Famine Trust 

covering the Calendar Tear 1946 

The annual meeting of the Board was held on the 28th March 1946. No other meeting was held during the year. 

2. In October 1946 a grant of Re. 60,000 to the Government of Bengal was made for the relief of distress oansed 
by famine in the Bengal Presidency and in November 1948 a grant of Rs. 1,00,000 to the Government of Madras was made 
for the relief of distress oaused by famine in the Madras Presidency. The approval of the members of the Board was 
obtained by oiroulation of Memoranda. In Deoomber 1948 the Government of Madras applied for utilising a part of the 
grant for flood relief purposes covered by Rule 10 of the Rules for the administration of the Trust and this was agreed to. 

3. The Government of India in their Finance Department Notification No. D. 4766-B 46, dated the 24th May 1946, 
notified that the whole of the 3J% Loans of 1842-43, 1854-65, 1866, 1879 and 1900-01 would bo repaid at par on the 16th 
September 1946 with all interest due up to date and that interest would not acorue on these loans from and after the 16th 
September 1946. From the 15th August 1946 to 16th September 1946 inclusive, the holders of these loans had the option 
of converting their holdings into the following loans : — ■ 

(i) 3% Conversion Loan of 1046— Issued at Rs. 100 per oent. and redeemable at par not earlier than the 18th 

September, 1086, 

(ii) 2^% Loan of 1078— 

Issued at Rs. 99 per cent and redeemable at par on the 16th September 1976. 

During the year 1945 the entire amount of Rs. 32,78,400 of the Endowment Fund held in 3 J% Government Securities 
was aooordingly oonverted into 3% conversion loan of 1946 of the same amount mentioned at (i) above with the approval 
of the Members of Board obtained by oiroulation of a Memorandum. 3|% Government Securities representing assets in 
temporary investment amounting to Rs. 3,200 have also boen tendered to the Reserve Bank of India for encashment and 
^nro expected to be enoashed during the course of 1947. ■* 

4. A statement of the assets of the Trust and an Abstract Aooount of the reoeipts and disbursements daring the vear 
1046 are appended as Schedules I and II to this report . The Endowment Fund and the other invested resources stand 
Rb. 32,78,400 and Rs. 3,200 respectively.
